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privilege more gratifying than for teachers 

behold evidence the esteem which their 
profession held. The writer had the opportunity 
observing this respect one day when attended 
commencement exercises one the most forlorn 
quarters New York. The mothers, foreign-born 
all them, embarrassed, hesitating, timid such 
people usually are the more less cold atmosphere 
our public institutions, took all politely, 
applauding the speeches and declamations generously 
even though they understood perhaps about one 
word out every ten. They knew that was all 
very grand and lovely; and they were trying live 
the conventions the occasion with the same 
puzzled, half-scared pretense enjoyment that 
folks show formal parties elsewhere. 

The first genuine moment came, however, when 
the kindergarten children entered the auditorium 
with their little chairs, formed their circle, sang 
song, and danced their dance. soon the 
class appeared, the embarrassment the mothers 
vanished. Their tongues were loosed their 
faces lighted with joy which there was 
mistaking. Pride the children was what their 
countenances spoke, and tenderness and not least 
all was gratitude—such gratitude!—to the 
lady white the center the circle. There, 
thought, tribute which any calling might 
proud. was token respect wholly sincere, 
all its simplicity full import those who reflect 
upon the aims which make the teachers’ vocation 
sacred. 

Let interpret the significance that tribute. 
The mothers saw that their children were happy. 
great boon make any life glad; and though 
these mothers might not have been able say 
words, they were thankful the kindergartner 
for meaning this their children. 

But there service still more admirable that 
she was performing. the various ways reach 


happiness one the surest not strive for 
directly but let come incident some- 
thing more important. That what occurs the 
right sort kindergarten. There the dominating 
purpose have the children live together 
right ways—giving and taking fairly, working to- 
gether mutual considerateness, courtesy, kindness. 


Where such the aim the joy any the less sweet 


for coming by-product? And again, though 
these mothers might not have phrased their gratitude 
this manner, this kind happiness what they 
wanted for their children, deep down the thing for 
which they could never too grateful the teacher 
for bringing into the lives their boys and girls. 

Look your task this light, and reveals 
far-reaching significance your daily work. 
there anything very big about teaching roomful 
little ones how live together? becomes big 
soon remind ourselves how sadly the grown- 
world still needs that lesson living together 
aright—person with person, group with group, nation 
with nation. failure learn written the 
thousand stretches blood-soaked field and devas- 
tated home.across the Atlantic. The years called 
peaceful were reality intervals preparation for 
strife, years mutual suspicion, fear, jealousy, 
envy, greed. The nations have failed live with 
one another like essentially human peoples. 

Groups within the nations have likewise been 
unable learn the lesson. Look our long list 
labor strikes. Surely there must something quite 
wrong the relationships our various groups and 
classes. Look all our revelations political 
corruption and lack public spirit. And then, 
without anti-climax, look the many homes where 
parents and children, husbands and wives, brothers 
and sisters, signally fail make their group-life 
what should be. 

for people really live together the best ways. 
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Nor should one discouraged because single 
institution like the kindergarten touches the prob- 
lem small angle. The teacher ought 
the last person the world lose her faith that 
men and women can brought know and care 
for the right modes living. Instead recoiling 
the magnitude the task, thankful rather that 
you can contribute even your little the furthering 
that mighty hope. 

only way learn do; and since 
beginning must made somewhere, what shall 
the children first learn There are all sorts 
experiences, good, bad, indifferent, through which 
they might live; and the business education, 
the first place, sift from these the experiences 
which are most worth the having. 

incident the city where live comes 
mind symbolic. Some three four years ago 
the papers printed the tale man who had sud- 
denly ‘‘struck and come New York 
spend thousand dollars single day. People 
smiled the account his hiring special car the 
railroad, renting luxurious suite the highest- 
priced hotel, eating and drinking the most expensive 
items the cards. amusing adventure seemed 
all but those who felt what miserable pity this 
exhibition really was. Think the better 
which the poor fellow might have put his twenty-four 
hours great city, the persons and places 
might have visited had only known and desired. 
Think what might have done with his roll 
bills enrich permanently the life himself and 
others. Out the multitude possible experiences, 
sound and unsound, chose only the paltrier sort. 
thought himself very clever doubt; but that 
was just his trouble. did not know that was 
still child need teachers select for him the 
experiences that would have profited him and his 
fellow-beings most. 

His conduct was typical, its way, un- 
wisdom into which some degree all us, young 
and old, too often fall. With world stretching 
endlessly before 


what splendid choices might ours! cannot 
estimate the mission education too high. The 
permanent importance the kindergarten the 
fact that the first place selects from those many 
experiences which children might enjoy, those which 
are most worth while—most rich, that is, contri- 


bution the learning how live upon our planet 
together. 

Fortunately the little child comes school with 
natural willingness enter into these finer modes 
life. Rousseau’s contention that the child 
nature perfect extreme statement the 
doctrine total depravity against which his exag- 
geration was invoked. The happy circumstance 
remains, however, not that children are naturally 
angelic but rather that they are children, equally 
liable mischief excellence according the 
right start given and maintained. 
innocence which offers our great chance teach- 
ers. 

See, for example, how free children naturally are 
from the bigotries, the hatreds, the snobberies which 
disfigure older lives. What prejudices—national, 
religious, social, racial—mean the little ones? 
They play with one another serene innocence 
the distinctions upon which their elders insist. 
refreshing see how the child purse-proud 
mother only too eager play with the scrub- 
woman’s boy instead the mamma’s darling pre- 
ferred for him his parent. Children display the 
prejudices themselves later—but whose fault 
that here they astray? 

more positive encouragement than innocence 
the fact that many the experiences which 
children naturally incline are fruitful blessing, 
only they are cultivated. Take, for example, the 
child’s love stories. When you get into that all 
too common mood where you question the use 
spending time selecting the best stories, pays 
pause and take the long look ahead behold your 
work part larger effort shared other 
teachers, parents, libraries, churches, 
cultivate the love what excellent. 

has been good see how the celebration the 
Shakespeare Tercentenary has turned thousands back 
the great master feel once more the spell his 
magic. What pity, however, that there are all 
these other thousands whom Shakespeare 
mere name, whom all this world delight and 
high inspiration which the best literature opens 
utterly unknown territory. 

because they are constitutionally incapable 
appreciating the best? Not all. Consider 
only the eagerness with which children get their 
literature naturally, the way which the race 
acquired first, not from the printed page the 
eye, but from the living lips the ear. But the 
crying mischief that the further you from

the kindergarten the college, the more the life 
stiffened out the literature teaching. 

the kindergarten, literature what should 
be, first and last—a matter enjoying genuinely 
the best ideas presented the 
speech. The children accept that experience gladly. 
enjoy excellent literature real them 
that stage enjoy game. And then the pity 
it! they pass through the grades, more 
and more their literature only too frequently 
matter dry lifeless study for purposes con- 
ventional question and answer. Listen group 
little ones laughing heartily the procession 
creatures who magnified the dropping nut into 
the fear that the world was coming end; 
note the lively spirit which they dramatize the 
tale they liked best. Then compare these responses 
with the mechanical, half-hearted reading 
You Like that still prevails too many high- 
school class room. Let the blame for adult failure 
care for great literature rest elsewhere than upon 
the lack natural aptitudes. The capacity for 
these finer experiences undeniable. 

The same may said other natural inclina- 
tions. city child four years’ age, seeing the 
first spring flowers city street, exclaimed, 
the crocuses beautiful! the grass 
beautiful! Ain’t everything Was this 
child unusual? not this delight beauty 
universal mark this period? Well may later 
years profit from the attitudes which little children 
naturally take. One the lessons which grown- 
ups find too frequently beyond them the lesson 
which the child the kindergarten mere play, 
namely, the willingness make the most the sim- 
plest When one observes the mad craving 
for luxuries and for life constantly increasing ex- 
citement, one struck afresh with the beauty the 
idea back the work which the kindergartners are 
doing—teaching children find their joy cultivat- 
ing the resources Magnificent privilege! 

Great the privilege all who help children 
learn that there more joy caring for wounded 
bird than stoning plundering its nest, more 
joy working sand pile dig tunnel with 
your neighbor than pulling his hair, more fun 
cutting out pictures paste gift book than 
tearing books and pictures, ever much more fun 
singing song together acting play than 
bickering and fighting. only the adult world 
could find better ways employing the energies 
men than shooting one another down! 


few years ago when Sicily was hit earth- 
quake, sailors from the warships the nations now 
engaged strife did splendid service together the 
work rescue. Why have not learned 
harness the spirit team-play nobler ends than 
destruction and mutual good for 
think upon these distant ends that dignify the 
little tasks hand performed to-day and 
to-morrow. The bigness what means for all 
mankind live together aright what makes the 
grandeur daily efforts the school even with 
these little children. 

The problem more than matter just making 
them matter developing the spirit 
group-life, the spirit team-play, co-operation 
for useful, worthy purposes. important need 
this, especially our individualistic America, that 
you can hear men seriously indorse just this 
ground compulsory military service for all our 
youth. The soldier the man who has 
extremely conscious his membership group, 
count the unit not individual but squad, 
however, nothing better than military training 
cultivate the sense such membership? These 
problems are eminently the business the school. 
The kindergarten—scorned may so-called 
working the right direction. 
trying put upbuilding purposes these natural 
energies that issue either good bad according 
they are directed wisely ill. 

This, then, your task, understand it: 
given this world all sorts possible experiences, 
how are the best and noblest become real 
part our children’s old item the 
wisdom life that the love what best can never 
forced. What keeps life bottom 
its uncompelled excellences. army police can 
curb criminals, least certain percentage. 
cannot keep whole city order unless that city 
genuinely respects the law. coercion can compel 
and champion our own outward hurt; cannot 
force seek out the poetry life and glad for 
whether our income large small; cannot 
compel the daily observance 


“that best portion good man’s life, 
His little unremembered acts 


These finer expressions our human quality can 
never forced. They require the spirit which 
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Froebel characterized fron within, 
self-active and free, accordance with the eternal 

When all said and done there but one sure 
way acquiring that love for the worthier experi- 
pedagogy puts into the foreground to-day the need 
acting out what are understand. The 
teacher who wishes the children entering the 
building wipe their feet properly knows that she 
cannot depend upon mere words get this co-opera- 
tion with the janitor done effectively. She knows 
that they must first practice the thing the room 
demonstration exercise and then commended 
for doing properly when she sees them putting the 
lesson use. From this more less slight matter 
through working together the sand table 
the blocks the school garden, their 
co-operative charities, the way learn how live 
together practice it. 

Here again one the items educational 
procedure which the upper grades might well imitate. 
the vast majority schools too little chance 
given the pupils practice social dispositions 
higher order than merely refraining from inter- 
ference. The emphasis most rooms markedly 
self-seeking. does not give the children half 
enough opportunity learn, actual doing, how 
look after the weaker members, encourage the 
backward, contribute unselfishly some creation 
one’s own the well-being the whole group. 

One students told this incident, good 
illustration the more desirable qualities which the 
kindergarten particularly aims develop. She 
teaches one those public school kindergartens 
where the size the class fifty more. One 
her boys happened unusually backward his 
hand work. She got some the others call her 
attention when did anything particularly well. 
Frequently, she said, they would so, calling 
her eye the work looked sadly botched; but these 
fellow-pupils knew what effort Gennaro had put into 
it. cultivating neighborliness this kind 
that makes the kindergarten not mechanical device 
children for the first grade, but living 
process the nurture souls. 

Keep touch, then, with the widest implications 
the day’s teaching. The best way preserving 


contact with the principles that should animate the 
work with even the youngest lives, draw upon 
your own best aspirations human beings. When 
you see around you distorted human relationships, 
people snarling one another, getting one an- 
other’s way, dragging one another down, maiming, 
slaying one another, picture, you can, world 
delivered from this mutual hurt and glorified 
right relationships, world which the give and 
take between life and life interchange blessing. 
Let the inspiration that vision perfect society 
quicken the motives which should animate your 
work. Feed full upon that image perfect group- 
life. will tell you what puts the greatness into 
your calling. 

the business the teacher, began 
saying, help the pupils live out those experiences 
which the wisdom life declares most worth 
the living. Let conclude with the reminder 
that the truest reward which greets such efforts 
the part the teacher freshened understanding 
the aims his her own life man woman. 
Just because try interpret for our pupils what 
most worth the seeking, ourselves enjoy 
special good fortune—we can make these values 
clearer ourselves. Every one knows how the 
attempt explain others the details house 
landscape helps clarify his own mental 
picture. trying interpret our pupils 
this complex world which they and live, 
get the chance read least some its meanings 
more clearly ourselves. our efforts have them 
care for the objects most worth the setting one’s 
heart upon, possess unique opportunity 
estimate the good things more truly for our own 
part and prize them more highly. May our work 
teachers mean this all us. 

One’s best achievement teacher always comes 
out what one person. The scholar, said 
Emerson, loses hour which the man lives. 
Even more truly nay said that the teacher 
loses hour which the man the woman lives. 
The two processes work hand hand mutual 
re-inforcement, better tone our lives, finer, 
surer note struck our teaching. With the thought 
the splendid thing which our work its best can 
for both our pupils and ourselves, may all 
gain new sense consecration!

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Music Education the Little Child

The Problem 


HAT reformation the treatment music 
the kindergarten needed, acknowledged 
all thinking kindergartners who are all acquainted 
with music, who are any legitimate sense 
musicians. This has long been felt, and partial 
effort improve nent has been made selecting 
songs more adapted the child’s need than the 
original songs the Mother Plays. 

reformation less sweeping also needed 
the public school. This reformation perhaps 
most necessary the elementary grades. The main 
effort recent years reforming bettering the 
work music has been directed toward secondary 
music education. all other directions, however, 
the elementary, rather the elemental, work 
our schools that should receive first attention. 
sure, much has been done improve the work 
the primary school, but the essential needs pri- 
mary music education have not been met. 


The needed reform, whether the kindergarten 
primary schools, must deal with the conception 
(1) the problem and (2) the processes work. 

examine the problem, presents itself 
the kindergartner, shall find the thought 
mainly concerned with the function music the 
program the day with respect the season 
year, the special occupations, and the games; 
rhythmic incentive the various forms motor 
activity involved the dance the occupations 
and games. is, general, the minds the 
teachers the songs and the instrumental music serve 
ulterior purpose, purpose beyond awakening 
and developing the perception, appreciation, and 
expression music music; one the arts 
enjoyed for its own sweet message; for what 
may spontaneously awaken response free and 
individual penetration into its beauty and its spiritual 
significance. 

Songs are needed accompany the occupations 
and the games the day; meet the thought 
the season special festival days; for social experi- 
ences school and home play life; furnish

rhythmic initiative for gymnastic and dance activity 
the body, and late, songs that involve the effort 
imitate all sorts sounds, animate and inanimate, 
from moo cow and croak frog violin and buzz 
saw. 

The effort meet this extremely varied ulterior 
need through multiplicity songs results 
veritable musical scramble far learning the 
songs concerned, and there slight chance that 
the majority the children will really know single 
song. the writer’s éxperience rare find 
kindergarten child, even when naturally musical, 
who can correctly sing the melody one song, 
recite the poem. 

But that which greater moment the 
failure develop any deep appreciation the 
significance and beauty the melody, and real 
rhythm, music and poetry. right attitude 
toward poetry and music not likely awakened 
under these conditions. Nor may look for ideals 
respect really fine music, the conception 
and voicing melody the interpretation poetic 
imagination and thought and esthetic significance. 
And all that may said, this matter, music 
applies with equal force the poetry the songs, 
if, out courtesy, may designate poetry the 
larger number word mélanges lavishly given 
our children. 

The phrase, ‘‘The function music the kin- 
precisely expresses the above conception 
the problem the relation music and the kin- 
dergarten. The desired reform may not based 
upon this conception the problem; rather will 
concerned with the function the kindergarten 
the real music education the child. From this 
point view many details not generally considered 
will enter into the problem, and the processes 
development modified changed. These details 
will involved the art study both music and 
poetry, and discerning and feeling the unity, 
essence and esthetic import, the arts, and 
utilizing their function the preparation the 
child for realizing his service the harmony and 
unfoldment the social order home and com- 
munity.

greater emphasis should placed upon study 
civilization and civilizations, and withal more 
thorough compass the true meaning the different 
phases childhood, and, still more importance 
the study the child and civilization, power 
discern the spirit the times. times, other 
but, this our age, what does life and 
living mean, and what should the civilization 
to-morrow expect from us? Froebel, 
understood more clearly than many other educators, 
the translation the spirit the times into educa- 
tional procedure—the vitalization education 
inoculating with life itself. Upon the threshold 
the science evolution perceived the form 
which corroborated Nature—the Individual Human 
Institutions and the School. 

One cannot build individual character, 
conceive great national experiment, without 
philosophy, and again showed remarkable insight 
the part Froebel perceive coherence the 
law the universe, and the constitution the 
human mind—Philosophy bakes 
can give God, Freedom, and Immortality, 
can direct Truth, Kindness, Industry, and 
Integrity, the test human worth and national 
power. Finding process, organization, 
tinuity primal factors Nature, Froebel’s 
experiment was attempt create system 
education based upon universal principles, and place 
upon the only solid platform yet discovered, viz., 
the nature the child. was Froebel’s gift 
humanity and deplored that the foolish 
caviling kindergartners over those lesser gifts, 
balls, blocks, has obscured even 
educators the value the real gift. one says, 
after Froebel, Dimly first, but clearly and by, 
the child will see, how earth, air, sky, plants, beasts, 
and men are woven one great whole, interde- 
pendent while the ages represents this 
universal law, concreting itself constantly enlarging 
forms wholeness, paralleled ever advancing 
stages culture child race. 

Holding for our brief that the method nature, 
the philosophic viewpoint our time, and the forms 


and ideals civilization all coincide, find that 
these advance from low higher forms expression, 
they are characterized increasing regard for the 
individual. The highest watermark any civiliza- 
tion must always measured its regard for 
individual rights, for the conservation and cultiva- 
tion individual initiative, development leader- 
ship, and encouragement genius. The test 
civilization and the school are one, efficient regard 
for the individual. Perhaps the continuation school 
idea the latest striking example increasing care 
for the individual the part the school, 
response the demand civilization; and this 
same adventure may discerned the most effective 
note co-operative effort between school, home, 
and society, since Froebel launched his views. 

This argument makes more emphatic the need 
for completely interdependent relationship between 
the home, the kindergarten, and the later school 
opportunities, each these has its own part 
play the paramount duty the child—the duty 
assisting him translate circumstance into 
opportunity. 

hypothesis coherent system, correlating the home 
with the school and both with society and life.

The idealistic mother beautifully sug- 
gested Tagore’s mother play book, The Crescent 
Moon. But educator has yet shown the 
the great city, teaching ker children, the 
great city where circumstance overpowering— 
where instructive religion finds hills which one 
may lift one’s eyes.

The primary teacher who has not been playing 
long enough have theory indifferent here; but, 
touch the three R’s with the wand that points 
change, and there trouble forthwith, although 
scientific pedagogy (if there such thing) again 
whispers that whatever may have seemed necessary 
one hundred years ago getting the mechanics 
reading and number, to-day recognize that the 
C’s, the technique word organization, etc., 
are not themselves culture, millions teachers 
believe, but are merely the tools instrumentalities 
culture. the light modern views the 
value so-called disciplinary studies, one con- 
fronted with the charge enormous waste 
time and energy the child’s part. But course 
must learn read. given chance use 
natural method will call environment his aid, 
and association ideas. live reading age, 
the street cars are filled with stories and every fence 
post alive with interest, and before know the 
child reading, untaught—reading thought messages, 
too, and not mere words other days. 

Without further discussion must evident 
that true method connection impossible until 
kindergartners and elementary teachers shall have 
the same training—sufficient training, too, for the 
enterprise they have undertaken.

shall not have until are prepared 
allow education individually elective process.

Reading, writing, number, phases physics, nature 
study, geography, etc., appear their experience and 
have significance and meaning because the relation 
thus afforded social life and human wants and 
needs. 

seems true, has been said, that our 
mistake education that are giving children 
subject-matter that has been abstracted from 
experience, organized logical, adult way, and 
that are expecting them master this ready- 
made material just stands, unrelated any use 
purpose which may have. These things have 
attain our ends. When get school studies back 
into experience where they appear means 
desirable ends give children motive for acquiring 
them and thus facilitate mastery. 

Where things are done believe there 
must material provided with. meet 
this need, the primary room, well that the 
younger children, supplied with large floor blocks, 
peg-lock blocks, trains, dolls, hammers, etc. 
have fair amount floor space which the children 
keep about two thirds covered with their constructive 
representations the greater part the time. They 
preserve what they have made from day day 
adding they more fully work out their ideas. 
present they have what they call the City 
Pittsburgh with its houses, stores, apartment 
house and all the play and incidental construction 
work that goes Each child has occupation 
some kind that engaged in, building con- 
struction, housekeeping, manufacturing, mercantile 
business, railway and steamship construction and 
management, etc.

When child who endeavoring 
construct water tank for his engine says after 
search, ‘‘Oh, this block will make has formed 
hypothesis for the solution his problem; 
acts this inference tests its worth, checks 


the reasonableness his conclusion thus 
develops his power judgment. 

would seem from the prevailing scheme 
education that assumed that the child’s mind 
was very different character from the adult’s, 
that had somehow peculiar power absorbing 
wide variety facts knowledge and storing 
them for future use. large part this knowledge 
children adults, and phases become obsolete 
the time the child grown, yet many hesitate 
eliminate any for fear perhaps will not 
cultured might have been. 

normal adult can any time gain new facts 
knowledge may desire, but mental habits and 
attitudes once formed are difficult break. 
upon the formation efficient mental habits and 
attitudes, believe, should focus attention, for 
with this development acquisition knowledge will 
take care itself. though child’s ends are 
play ends thishabit initiating ends, forming correct 
inferences and executing purpose being formed, 
and increasingly his ends will more complex, 
more remote, and thus require greater organization 
and control such means reading, writing, num- 
ber, etc., for their attainment. Under guidance, after 
having found need for the school arts, the children 
abstract these from experience and enjoy practice 
drill them for the purpose developing skill.

consider afresh just what the mental condition 
the child who coming her from the kindergarten.

generally conceded that the best results

With these thoughts mind, series sixteen 
pictures illustrating all the number combinations 
usually required for the first half year the first 
grade has been worked out. This set has been ar- 
ranged for the fall term, and effort has been made 
select, for illustrations, subjects appropriate the 
season that, desired, the teacher may also 
correlate this number work with her nature study. 

making the pictures the first essential that 
the number fact shall stand out clearly and distinctly, 
beyond everything else. This emphasized chiefly 
the color and grouping the objects. 

The average kindergarten-trained child will ex- 
perience difficulty painting crayoning the 


simple background for these pictures, especially 
has sample copy before him; and the folding, 
free-cutting (cutting the line for the more difficult 
subjects), and pasting, are all occupations with 
which thoroughly familiar, and which will need 
very little direction oversight from the teacher. 

When the picture finished and the child has 
written his name the space allowed below for 
that purpose, the teacher may ask some child what 
story his picture tells. After satisfactory answer 
has been given she may put the number combination 
the blackboard in. the proper form saying, This 
another way telling the and the class 
may copy the figures the space the right the 
picture. 

The pictures may easily adapted the size 
the class and ability the children. the large

these tiny green and white islands were keys, 
and this glittering line over which our train 
crawled upon the ocean, this was the far-famed 
Over Sea Railroad. The Pigeon House (as 
affectionately called the Kindergarten Training 
School), seemed very far away, for this was first 
serious flight alone and wings felt wobbly. 

Like the first pigeon, gazed out over the waters, 
either side the train, seeking vainly for land— 
land, not keys. From the observation platform 
the concrete road built out the sea stretched 
dazzling line away from the blue horizon. 
recalled the words the hotel maid St. 
Augustine, who, when she learned destination, 
showed the whites her eyes and ejaculated, 
Lawd! You g’wine live down all dat 
big Big water! She was right. 
felt very incidental. had done settlement work 
previous taking the kindergarten course, but 
that was near home. This was quite different. 
This was all dazzling water and hot sun and funny 
littie islands. Presently the porter told that 
were approaching the last inhabited key the 
United States—Key West. pointed straight 
line glittering white rising out the sea, and 
knew that had reached journey’s end. 

Key West not large. One can stand the 
center the island and look the sea every 
direction. Neither mountainous. The highest 
point sixteen feet above sea level, course 
the lighthouse has stand this eminence. The 
average elevation two feet above sea level, yet, 
because its location the direct path the 
trade winds, the healthiest city 10,000 the 
United States. The keys are composed white 
coral and the streets are made white mud pumped 
from the sea bottom. When baked the intense 
sun this mud hardens into dazzling clay. The 
houses are painted white and the people dress 
white linen. 

The day following arrival being holiday, 
did not open kindergarten. Instead, following 
quaint custom the Institute, whose faculty 
was now member, was driven the President’s 
carriage about the city, calling the homes those 
children who were kindergarten.

His reign referred 
back remote and hazy date and ruled with 
dignity and authority. would tolerate the 
volley questions from the two boys who were 
privileged ride his seat; but when heard 
muffled mutterings about ‘‘dem knew 
that was time change seats! Two generations 
had ridden with Charles. They looked him 
hero, and they loved him only little southern 
child can love faithful negro. 

The children began kindergarten three years 
age. the end two years they were given 
infinitesimal diploma and formally graduated into 
the primary. result, the beginners kinder- 
garten were little more than babies. They made 
pretty picture they toddled out the bus, 
heavily laden with clusters gorgeous colored 
flowers, with tropical fruit Every 
one knew the kindergarten bus and were greeted 
with friendly smiles journeyed through the 
city. And they were enough call smiles the 
most serious face, with their chatter and laughter 
and the gay abandonment peculiar the hot 
countries. This was first experience with the 
tropical temperament. 

The adaptation the program meet the 
peculiar requirements the situation seemed baffling 
first. was continuous summer upon the 
island there was change season vary the 
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program. There was preparation for winter, 
migration birds, autumn leaves, squirrel 
his hollow None the children had seen 
stream running water. None had seen snow 
ice Jack Frost. But they were very wise about 
the they called the sea. They knew 
about tides and storms and omens the sea and 
sky. They knew why daddy’s schooner must not 
out for turtles to-day. They knew where the deadly 
scorpion was liable hide. They were full wise 
lore about lighthouses and wrecks, sponges and 
crabs. felt very humble before their superior 
knowledge upon these topics. After all, not 
knowledge relative? could tell them many things 
about the curious doings about Jack 
Frost and sleds and rivers; and they could tell 
many interesting things about the little island far 
down the southern sea. Thus became excellent 
friends. 

was interesting notice the type songs 
that attained popularity. Songs the sea, fishes, 
birds, and wind were closely seconded the trade 
songs, for even upon coral island there must needs 
the carpenter, the blacksmith, and the cobbler. 

Because the heat the children were restless 
and soon saw the futility attempting follow 
formal program. Short periods with frequent 
intervals relaxation were not merely advisable, 
they were necessary, nor could the relaxation 
such nature overheat the blood inflame 
the excitable nervous systems these little islanders.

was never purer than upon that day. watched 
the little brown legs scurrying across the sand and 
listened the chatter about flock sandpipers; 
and thought our little open-air house and the 
happy hours spent there together, big lump came 
into throat. knew that Key West could not 
claim again for must back the North. 
But had grown love each other very much, 
dark little islanders and and loved many 
features about the daily kindergarten work. was 
glad that had spread wings and taken the 
long flight alone, even the wings did wobble.

National Council Primary Education 
the New York meeting the con- 
centrated its energies upon luncheon given 

Thursday noon, July general invitation had 
been extended and nearly one hundred teachers in- 
terested primary problems from many angles en- 
joyed the hospitality the quaint Peg Woffington 
Coffee House. 

During the progress the meal each person 
present was called upon rise and introduce herself, 
telling her name, residence, and the nature her 
work. This not only gave opportunity for the 
recognition persons whose names had long been 
familiar, but also brought notice some interesting 
experiments education recently inaugurated. 

Our Overcrowded Primary Schools and the 
Responsibility for Public Opinion was the topic 
chosen for discussion. introducing the topic the 
chairman directed particular attention the second 
clause. The National Council Primary Education 
stands, first all, for greater use activities 
primary schools. The discussion this topic 
the annual meeting Detroit and smaller local 
gatherings indicates that one the chief obstacles 
the way this greater use activities lies the 
overcrowded condition many our primary 
schools. The grade teacher often 
situation with more less resignation, matter 
over which she has control and which she 
powerless remedy. The purpose this discussion 
was the desire raise question the extent 
the teacher’s responsibility for the conditions existing 
community and for state public opinion 
which will permit detrimental conditions exist for 
any great length time. 

was suggested that the voice any one teacher 
alone would have little effect, but that much might 
accomplished through concerted action. was 
further suggested that this concerted action should 
be, not much banding together fight for 
better things, thereby stirring opposition the 
start, but rather co-operative campaign educa- 
tion through which the public would made 
realize more fully the importance the first years 
school, and the necessity providing ample 
opportunity for making the work these years 
adequate the needs the children. 


was further suggested that the Primary 
Council through the organization local groups 
various communities should take active part 
such campaign education. The Council yet 
organization meet real needs. plans 
supplement existing organizations offering oppor- 
tunity for informal discussion rather than through 
multiplication formal programs. hopes 
strengthen the spirit co-operation and good 
fellowship through emphasis the social element. 

The function the National Council Primary 
Education any community will determined 
conditions that community. Where active 
organization primary teachers exists, the duty 
the Council clear. Where active organization 
already directing study educational problems 
through the customary medium programs with 
strong speakers, the Council still has wide field 
usefulness bringing home the benefits those 
programs through informal discussions the topics 
among the rank and file the teachers. Such 
programs are apt over-full and leave scant 
time for discussion and teachers are often timid 
about expressing themselves, especially the pres- 
ence noted speaker from another place. is, 
however, through the informal discussion that sub- 
ject-matter digested and assimilated. 

Where existing organization has become 
inefficient through perfunctory performance 
its duties, the Council may become the reviving factor 
through the social element. communities where 
deadlock has arisen between opposing factions the 
Council offers the neutralizing factor new and 
common interest which may used distract 
attention from petty differences and concentrate 
upon professional needs. 

Miss Florence Fox the staff the Federal 
Bureau Education was present and gave brief 
outline what the Bureau doing assist the 
Council its work. Through the system cir- 
cular letters 14,000 copies brief report the 
February meeting the Council have been dis- 
tributed over the country. full report this 
meeting also being printed the Department. 

With the circular letter, went question letter 
asking for report the kind and quality 
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activities use primary schools. This question 
letter has brought thousands replies from all over 
the country. The tabulation the material 
these letters will disclose much vital interest 
the status activities schools generally, and 
will indicate where the Council needs direct its 
influence. 

The Council also had the pleasure brief talk 
from Commissioner Claxton, who congratulated 
upon the type and growth our organization, and 
reaffirmed his opinion that the work the first four 
years school was the most important part the 
school system, since this the part which affects all 
the people and the only part many instances 
through which can reach the rank and file our 
population. tremendous importance that 
this work well done. While said, and truly 
said, that primary teachers whole are doing 
better work than done the upper grades, 
nevertheless there still vast field for improve- 

The Commissioner cited the large sums which 
are spent annually the Federal Government and 
the states the study methods raising hogs 
and cattle, producing better grades corn and 
wheat, and for similar lines investigation. 
urged upon the teachers campaign education 
the public which would create demand for pro- 
portionate attention the study school methods 
and the best ways developing worthy citizens. 

present the development advanced methods 
largely personal matter best the work 
some single educational institution. teacher makes 
success some one feature her work. The 
local, then the county and state organizations invite 


statement the methods before teachers’ organi- 
zations and urge their general adoption. this 
and similar means receive many our fads 
well some our real advances. 

have, however, recognized and definite 
means testing methods, have testing 
soils, and giving the public authoritative 
statement their value and application. This 
work might be, and ought be, done the Bureau 
Education, but full prosecution such plan 
depends upon enlightened public opinion which 
will appreciate educational values appreciates 
money values. 

The Commissioner offered the Council what- 
ever help his department could give and challenged 
return our active co-operation bringing about 
better recognition the public, our educational 
needs, and more adequate means for meeting those 
needs. 

Following the Commissioner’s address, Miss Marie 
Anderson Port Arthur, Texas, gave brief report 
the local organization the Council Texas. 
present Texas holds the banner for the largest local 
membership and had seven representatives present 
the luncheon. 

Miss Babcock Rockford, reported the 
successful organization our forces Virginia 
under the leadership Miss Gregg, who was unable 
present. 

Mrs. Lida McMurry spoke briefly the spirit 
the Council and the value the work done 
through the spread its ideals.

Committee 


THE fact that the members 
this committee are widely scat- 
tered, necessary prevent 
narrow outlook and limited in- 
fluence, hinders intimate 
collaboration which would make 
our work easier and more satis- 
factory us. Also the change 
chairmanship, which was not ac- 
complished until December, has 
been serious hindrance this year. 
But the greatest cause for dis- 
couragement our work our 
consciousness the vastness the 
field child study, and our un- 
certainty which part that 
field ought enter first. 

The probability that shall 
not begin our best work until 
simplify our problem. least 
for the coming year need 
concentrate our energies upon 
some clearly defined and relatively 
small task which all consider 
feasible. 

The majority our committee 
believe that child study for the 
purpose collecting scientifically 
accurate data, diagnosing 
subnormality, should not under- 
taken the average teacher. 
this belief are upheld the 
practically unanimous opinion 
psychologists. 
however, limited but fascinating 
task, guide teachers 
few simple mental and physical 
tests for the purpose increasing 
the teacher’s own insight into the 
ability, personality, and needs 
individual children. 

Some members our committee 
are now doing this kind child 
study, and are preparing series 
DERGARTEN AND FIRST GRADE 
magazine. The first these 
articles, which appears 
number, carefully describes the 
method giving one easy test, 
besides 
answers children from various 
social environments. 

remains seen how many 
kindergartners will 
trouble master the technique 
even one test, and have patience 
continue using until practice 
and slowly accumulating experi- 
ence shall develop them the 
power interpret the children’s 
replies.

Each 
department should have for its 
purpose help the children 
better than ever before and the 
only difference methods would 
the difference required for nor- 
mal children four five from 
those six eight. The best 
preparatory work, then, which the 
kindergartner can for the first 
grade provide great range 
activities and develop the 
efficiency the children the 
immediate present. All kinds 
strictly preparatory work rob the 
boys and girls the rich simplicity 
child life. The kindergartner 
ought take her work with the 
feeling that second none, 
and the elementary teacher the 
same, each thinking the best 
good the child that particular 
time and age. 


Miss Palmer spoke from practi- 
cal experience supervisor 
kindergartens who comes touch 
also with first grade teachers. 


Dr. Balliet gave the following 
practical suggestions for simplify- 
ing the elementary course study: 

The primary school curriculum 
too formal. Many have 
become convinced 
arithmetic should taken out 
the first three years. that age 
children have need arithmetic 
their play. They will know just 
much arithmetic the end 
the fifth year school, 
begun the fourth year, 
begun the first. 

Moreover, the children, during 
the first three years school, 
have absolutely need writing; 
hence penmanship should taken 
out the first three years. This 


necessarily takes out also spelling. 
Children have absolutely use 
for the expression thought 
written form these early years. 
The first four years school 
least should devoted 
guage training, practice oral 
speech. Fluency writing turns 
upon fluency thinking, and 
think oral language when 
write. Fluency thinking ac- 
quired through drill oral lan- 
guage; therefore thorough drill 
oral language the first four 
years school the very best 
basis for training written lan- 
guage during the last four years. 
Experiments have been made 
which clearly indicate this. 

should retain reading the 
first three years for the reason 
that people learn read 
late age, they are invariably 
readers. educated person 
who has read great deal, speed 
reading immense advan- 
tage. have found that all per- 
sons who are rapid silent readers, 
whom have made inquiries, 
learned read before they entered 
school. Some them tell 
that they not remember the 
time when they could not read. 
There seems, therefore, 
close connection between learning 
read young and the ability 
read rapidly. has been found 
that rapid silent readers, case 
light reading, grasp the thought 
better than slow readers. There 
advantage reading slowly 
when the thought can taken 
rapidly. difference between 
slow readers and fast readers, 
the case people equal ability 
and education, has been found 
some cases much four 
hundred per cent. 

But not the negative aspect 
this problem which the most 
vital. not much what 
take out the curriculum 
what put into that im- 
portant. would substitute for 
arithmetic, writing, and spelling, 
great deal hand work for one 
thing; children their best think- 
ing when they are planning some- 
thing with their hands. 
Their attention much more 
easily focussed upon something 
which they are doing with their 
hands than upon something which 


they hear the second 
place, would devote least half 
hour each half day the telling 
stories and the reading 
the best children’s literature 
them that the time they got 
through the primary grades their 
minds would saturated with 
the best the rich literature for 
children our language. 
must, however, not look upon this 
merely exercise language 
and question all out the 
children detail. have chil- 
dren tell the stories which they 
have been told, the very best 
language work; but they must 
tell them their own accord, and 
not answer specific, detailed 
questions. The story creates beau- 
tiful pictures their imaginations, 
and these pictures react upon the 
emotions. When they are ques- 
tioned too closely the details 
the story, these beautiful images 
are torn pieces their minds, 
and thereafter longer touch 
their emotions. Literature art 
and must appeal the emotions 
through the imagination. Too 
much analysis destroys art, 
both for adults and for children.
